Private Car and Etcesslre Charges 

for Icing Explained to the 

House Committee 

-' Private car lines, and, in particular, 
that operated by Armour k Co., were de- 
nounced as piratical enterprises, which 
employ the methods of highwaymen, be- 
fore tbo interstate commerce committee of 
the House, which on Monday continued its 
hearing on bills further to restrict carriers, 
George F. Mead, a member of the National 
League of Commission Merchants of Bos* 
ton, on the stand complained or inroads he 
said were made in his business by such 
lines, These lines, be said, have grown to 
such an extent that the car line company 
known as Armour k Co. virtually controls 
the price of perishable food commodities 
in this country, 

No line of business, perhaps, he de- 
clared, suffered so much "from the execu- 
tion of the abuse of private car tines' * ns 
tit at which he represented. He maintained 
that Armour k Co. were operating without 
license. He Baid he could not ' understand 
why they had "the right to prey upon our 
business and hold us up by the. throat and 
demand whatever they see tit." These 
private car lines, he said, can ruin men, 
and even states, by their traffic rates. 

Mr. Mead said that elOO was charged by 
Armour & Co. for icing a refrigerator car 
from the Missouri River to^he eastern sea- 
port. In his judgment $25 would he am- 
ple. Mr. Mead said that on account of 
freight rate business not only were interests 
of the country on the 'point of ruin, but 
many business houses had already been 
wrecked. Railroads, he said, would wel- 
come a change regarding contracts for re- 
frigerating cars, as they would be freed 
from tho domination of Armour & Co., 
who, be said, use their vast busing with 
the roads as a threat to enforce excfbvjye 
contracts.

Piles Odd Trade. 

The most peculiar industry curried on 
within the limits of the city of Waukegaa 
is that of mulcting the Boldlers of the 
United Stutes reservation nt Fort Sheridan 
of the supply of clothing that Is furnished 
them by the government each year, So 
far as known only ono man is regularly 
engaged in the traffic, but more take 
periodic whirls at the business. The. ono 
man is Baid to be getting rich from these 
transactions. 

The soldiers are allowed $56 for clothing 
for the first six month's of their enlistment; 
about S27 for tbo next six months; and so 
on. Many of the soldiers take their salary, 
small enough, and 'have it kept for them, 
selling the clothes allowed them instead 
and thus raising spending money. More 
of them, however, spend the salary and 
sell the clothes also and this is that is 
making the Wnukegan man rich rapidly. 

Many in civilian clothes Jong for the 
accoutrements of the nrmy; they are very 
good boots; fine blankets; winter caps that 
cannot be beaten; and a multitude -o£ 
things that people desire. These the man' 
gathers on periodic trips to the fort, when 
the soldiers ore thirsty and the pay day is 
afar. . For the articles he gives the smallest 
possible Bum of money that they drink up 
at once and then sell something more. 
Often times the buyer's haul is large and 
the profits are immense even though he 
Bells below cost, as he is said to do. 

Thus he buys an army shirt for fifty 
cents that Is worth two dollars .and fifty 
cents and sells it for one dollar and seventy- 
five cents, or he pays a quarter for a musk- 
rat pelt winter cap worth five dollars and 
sells it again for one dollar and twenty- 
five cents. 
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"Not a leg is left the beef trust to stand 
upon," was the comment made by a -west- 
senator as he walked away from the Su- 
preme Court on Monday at the close of At- 
torney General. Moody *s argument. .And 
this was substantially the - impression of 
everyone who heard the argument. Seats 
in the court room were at a premium when 
the Attorney General resumed his argu- 
ment, interrupted Friday afternoon. Mr. 
Moody had thoroughly mastered the work 
he assigned himself. All the questions 
asked by the justices Indicated that the 
bench was in sympathy with the govern- 
ment's cose, and. if surface indications axe 
worth anything the court will render a 
prompt decision enforcing the injunction. 
In several instances these questions mater- 
ially strengthened the Attorney General's 
argument by leading to answers which to 
the laymen seemed to sweep the very 
ground from beneath the packers, fee 
Attorney General spoke for nearly three 
hours and counsel for the packers closed 
with a brief argument, mostly a repetition 
of his opening statement. 

Former Attorney General Knox Bat near 
Mr. Moody during most of his argument 
and a large number of congressmen lis- 
tened intently to the government's presen- 
tation. It wou Id not be surprising to those 
who have closely followed the argument 
and have talked with the Attorney General 
should a decision by the Supreme Court 
supporting the injunction be followed by 
criminal proceedings against the packers 
upon the charge of having, obtained 're- 
bates from railroads. Attorney Miller, for 
the packers, recognized thia danger when 
he attempted, in closing, to weaken the 
government's charges, by giving a glow- 
ing account of. the philamropby of his 
employers and their enormous equipage of 
private cars, which entitled them, he 
claimed, to the consideration the railroads 
givo them. 

Three strong points stand out prominent- 
ly in the government's case — first, that the 
business at the stockyards where the cattle 
are purchased is interstate commerce; sec- 
ond, that the idle, of the meat by the pack- 
ers, whether directly from the slaughter 
houses to the trade or through agents, ia' 
interstate commerce, and third, that by 
enjoying rebates tha .packers are monop- 
olizing the trade in violation of. the* law 
prohibiting such' conspiracies, , 

"These indisputable facts narrow the 
inquiry,", argued tOB Attorney General, 
"and leave for. the determinatloa of the 
court but two questions.' First, is the com- 
merce ia this case commerce among the 
states, and, Becond, if it be such,, are' the 
combinations alleged in this petition com- 
binations' or 'confl piracies in restraint . of 
such trade and commerce and produce 
monopoly. Both' these questions must: be 
answered in the affirmative ia 'order' to 
savo the government's case."

Ths mossngo of Gov. Yates to the 
Forty- fourth General Assembly covers 
the executive and legislative field lu 
which his adinlnlstrntlun hns participat- 
ed. For the most pnrt bis mesnago deals 
with tho snme subjects of reform to 
which the party Is committed, princi- 
pally a uniform prltunry election law nud 
the new Clilcngo charter, Following In 
pnrt Is the message, which Is of un- 
usual length: 

Gentlemen of the Forty-fourth General 
Assembly) 

In ray message of two years ago, nil* 
dressed to the forty ttilnt se.urrnl assem- 
bly, t deemed It best to call attention In 
more or less detail to practically each sad 
nil of the Htnto departments nml their con- 
dition. One of the reasons vchj I deemed 
It necessary to stnto In seine iletnli tin* 
condition of tlio various .depart meat a. rnlhei 
than confine myself to a statement of "tin 
condition of the State," as tho phrase Is 
used In the constitution, was that pnrt 
of the puhlle prints of the Btatc hnd far 
two years persistently misled nud mis- 
informed tlie penple of the Btnle as to 
eon dill mis prevnlllnj- In tnese vnrlnus de- 
partments nml Institutions. For some rea- 
son, perhaps hccniiiu It wns ascertained 
during the campaign «f 11-*-, lu which tin- 
record of thrse Institutions nnd drpnrtiitcnts 
was Ida roned before the people of the en- 
tire State, that the people ivmilil no longer 
believe sueli false statements, the state- 
ments contained In my message of two 
years ngo hnvc stood without denial, nud 
their truth lias not been chnllenKed In nny 

auarler. Ilecaiise of thin f net I do not 
cent It necesanry In this messaitc to give 
s detailed account of the condition of these 
different luslltutloiis nnd dennrtmenta. I 
content myself with the statement that the 
uniform good conditions prevailing at the 
opening of the session of the forty-third 
Kcnenil assembly hnre continued during 
the Inst two years, ami uniformly prsrali 
at this dnte. 

The Btnntlard of efneleney of the public 
service and the public servants hns not 
been lowered, but. on the contrary, has 
been Increased whenever and wherever an 
Increase of etJtcleucy was poaalble. From 
tho staiid-Kiliit of humanity, or humane 
treatment, there has been on the whole no 
room for Itnnruvcinent In the titnte Insti- 
tutions, and I take pleasure nml pride In 
calling the nttcntloii of this general flsacni- 
bly to the fnct thnt such chnrKes no longer 
appear. Kneh ns were miule during the 
campitlgn of 11K>1 enmc to nnuf-bt, were 
Choruuphly discredited, and believed by no- 
body. The siiiue can lie said In regard to the 
management of the state Institutions In the 
matter of economy. There Is no appreciable 
lack of economy In the State Institutions 
and depnrtniPiits— no greater lack of econ- 
omy, lu luy Judgment, thnu la to be found 
hj n searching InvcBtlsntlon ot the af- 
fairs of nny other business enterprise ns 
§reat and as widely diversified ns Is the 
ualness of carrying on the State govcru- 
munt of tho Stats or Illinois. 

(state Finances Jte viewed. 

The financial condition of the Stnte is tnt- 
Isfnctory. The State has no debts. It has 
mo bonds outstanding. It has no current lia- 
bilities or obligations which ore not fully 
provided for by tbu present Qparoprliitloiin, 
except a comparatively small deileleney hi 
tbe case of one or two departments nnd In- 
stitutions, where, by error, the appropria- 
tions two years nso were not sultlclcat — 
for example, the reformatory at Pontine, 

Tho nnuual revenues of the State nr<* 
substantially $3,r<X).ouO from taxi's and 
f2,7rrO.OOO from miscellaneous sources, such 
us fees of the secretary of State's oUlcc, 
nud of the luiuniDCu department, nnd the 7 

Iter cent of cross receipts paid over ntiuunt- 
y by tint Illinois Central Knllrond Com- 
pany, Tho receipts of each two years ore 
accordingly 110,000,000, more or less. -Of 
cotirso these receipts are utilized, and lu 
the main expended. Having no bouded 
debt to pay, and ncordlngly no payments 
of principal or Interest to provide for, the 
State does not seek to accumulate u sink- 
ing fund, nnd no attempt Is lunde to ac- 
cumulate a surplus, other thnu a good work- 
ing balance. There has been some differ- 
ence of opinion as to what this working 
balance ought to be. I have thought my- 
self that a working; balance of n clear mil- 
lion dollars would always bo ample, ns such 
balance would be needed only lu tbe case. 
of war, widespread pestilence, or famine, 
or some such calamity us thy destruction 
of nn entire Institution by lire. Inasmuch, 
however, as U working balance of about 
Jli,0U0,000 bus long been deemed necessary , 
neither I nor any other State otOccr charged 
With the duty of tiling tax levies has sought 
to reduce the worltlug batatic-t below the 
f2,00Q.00U point. 

As to Civil Service. 

I bad the honor four years ago of advo- 
cating In all [tarts of the State the election 
of the Republican State ticket upon n plat- 
form which pledged the Republican party 
to advocate civil service In the State of Illi- 
nois. No action whatever wns taken by the 
forty-iecond general assembly upon this 
subject, In the year HHVJ the platforms of 
both tho Itepubtlcnu and Democratic partlri, 
nnd, so far as 1 have been able to ascertain, 
the platforms of nil our political parties in 
Illinois, declared for civil service. Realizing 
thnt substantially nil members of the legis- 
lature would come to the forty-third gen- 
eral assembly In January, lpOH, pledged by 
their party platforms to the pansnge of a 
civil service law, I. In the year 11MJ2, aa- 
sinned the responsibility of appointing a 
Civil Service Commission. This Civil Serv- 
ice Commission prepared a bill upon the 
subject, which 1 hnd the honor and pleasure 
to submit to the bouse of representatives 
slid which became bill Nn. 1 In thnt body. 
With more or less amendment the hill 
passed, but was never paused by tho senate. 
In this message I repeat my recommenda- 
tion, wltb this additional recommendation : 

Heads of departments aud State institu- 
tions should liavo the absolute and an ('.lu- 
lled power of discharge. Instead, thereto re. 
of recommending the exact bill which I 
recommended to the Inst gcncrul nnuciubly 
ln my epeehil message under date of Jan. T, 
1003, I recommend a bill substantially -fit 
that form, except that I do not recommcud 
nn Investigation, hearing nnd trlnl of an 
employe when tbe head of a department Is 
convinced Dint he ought to be discharged. 
I believe as much ns I ever did, that the 
avenue of approach to the public service 
should bo guarded by proper examinations, 
hut I believe more than I ever did. In the 
power of absolute dlschnrge. The Civil 
Service Commission of the United Stntes 
has token tho view that n bend of n de- 
partment must be <tt liberty to discharge 
uny employe except for religious or polit- 
ical reasons, and there Is uowbero any 
mora stringent civil sen-Ice system than 
that of the United States. The general 
public has acrjulcaced In the wisdom of 
this decision of the United States Civil 
Service Commission, and except In very 
rare, cases there has been no criticism uf 
ItB action. It appeals to all fair-minded 
men. The guarding of the avenues of 
approach by careful examination, absolute- 
ly Impartial, prevents the appointment of 
JierBons for political reasons. It Inevitably 
otlows that It takes away from the up. 
pointing or removing officer all desire to 
remove for political reasons, 

■ Primary ISIectloti IjUw, 

At the last general election there was 
submitted to all the voters uf this State 
and there were lj*U.-i.'S who voted— a sep- 
arnto question, upon u separate bullut. «'«•;■ 
Ing as follow*: "Proposed question of pu'j- 
II e policy, No. 1. Shall the State legisla- 
ture amend the primary election luw so us 
to provide for party primaries at which Die 
voter' Will vote under the Australian ballot 
directly for tho candidate whom ho wishes 
nominated by his party." A clear ma- 
jority of all tho voters who participated lu 
this genera) election voted for a direct 
primary election with the Australian ballet, 
it therefore becomes my duty, at tbe cliluf 
executive of this state, to recommend to 
the general assembly that they provide by 
law Uiat which the people voted for— 
namely, ft direct primary election with ths 
Australian ballot.

State, So far ns 1 know the first recom- 
mendation included In nny message of any 
governor of this Slnlo was a r ecu in in end ft- 
lion which I had tbe honor of Including In 
my blcnnlnl tnessnge to tbe forty-third gen- 
eral assembly. 

' Must 1-ass Primary Hill. 
The passage of n primary election law 
by this genernl nsaembly la a public duty 
not to bo safely Ignored. This being the 
cose, It IB to tic expected thot men anxious 
to wear worthily the honors bestowed upon 
them wheti they were elected to the general 
nssembly will make every effort lopitia s 
practical primary election Inw, it folic-wi, 
of course, that such men will he willing to 
make such reasonable coucmbIoub aa mny 
be necessary lo atcura tbu passage of tus 
Inw. For example, It may bo ueceisnry lo 
devise some method by which tho Domina- 
tion uf Judges of courts III great counties 
Ilka Cook County, and tho nomination of 
mmebers of tho bonrd of county commla- 
alnhers In cnuntlea like Cook (which has 
fifteen commissioners to be elected every 
year, ten by tho city and five by the coun- 
try towns), tuny ha brought shout without 
merely nominating those candidates who 
have received a plurality ot tho votes cast. 

CliIcORO Cbitrter I'lnri. 

In consequence of the passage by ths 
general assembly, by a two-tblrdi vote, or 
the Chicago charter resolution, and the 
ml opt Ion by the people nt tho pal la of the 
above-named constitutional amendment, the 
general asuembly of this State Is now 
authorized tn pass special legislation upon 
all the subjects mentioned In said coustl- 
tutlonnl amendment. The amendment wis 
requested by the residents and cltlicns 
of the city of Chicago, and their request 
was ncqiiiesred In- dedal vely by the people 
of Illinois. In order to liberate the city of 
Chicago from eertnlu evils of long standing. 
which It Is nllcgrd by thmtsnnda of good 
cltlsens hnve become Intolerable under tho 
present general municipal legislation of thin 
fltnte. The people of the State, by their 
vote nt the polls, hnve unmistakably stated 
that It (s their desire that such legislation 
lip enacted as may reasonably bo enacted 
under this const It tutorial nine ml ment. Thay 
have not, by their ballots, voted to In- 
augurate nny Riven system of Improvements 
or of courts or fining bodies or governing 
bodies lu the city of Chicago nt nny time 
or nny system whatever Immediately, Rut 
they hnve, by their ballots, stated thnt tbey 
a n> willing thnt the general assembly shall 
pass rensnnnhle laws to Inaugurate reason- 
able reforms for the bonelll of Chicago. . It 
Is not the duty of the general nssembly lo 
pass blindly any and every enabling act 
that mny be presented to It, but It In the 
duty of the general nasembly, In view of 
tbe adoption by the people of tbe constitu- 
tional amendment, to give proper considera- 
tion to all measures presented nnd to do 
all within Its power tn grant to Chicago the 
real relief really needed. 

When this constltullonn) amendment, snd 
the enabling set to follow It, were suggest- 
ed snd advocated by the people of Chics go, 
the residents nud voters of tbe remainder of 
the Slate were assured thnt their interests 
and rights would not be affected by aucb. 
unw amendment or legislation. It Is of ths 
utmost Importance thnt this pledge mode by 
Chlcngn to the State be kept, and that no 
legislation be enacted tinder this constitu- 
tional iiiiiendmcnt, which will affect the 
rights nnd liberties or tnxes of the people 
residing In the State of Illinois entilde the 
city of Chlcngn. Unless this pledge I" kept 
absolutely, serious Injury will accrue to thn 
Interests or that city aud of tU Slata tu 
the future. 

On tbe other hand the people of this Stats 
renllie that Chicago la theirs, nml they In 
a certain sense hare great Interests In Chi- 
cago. Its adornment, Its Improvement. Its 
progress. In ft certain acusc Is their adorn- 
ment, Improvement nud progress; nnd mem- 
bers of the general assembly living out. Id** 
of Chicago, as well ns all other olUcers of 
the State, shontd not forget that the people 
of the Slate are Interested In the Improve- 
ment nnd 1 1 rug -ecu of Chicago almost ts 
much as In their own section, and ahould 
govern theuiselres accordingly. 

In order to carry out the work under- 
tnken by the State food department, of pra- 
ter ting our peopk* ngnlnst adulterated. Im- 
pure and unwholesome food also the duty 
of Inspecting the dnlrlcs nml creameries of 
the .State, us well ns tbe work of the labo- 
ratory, I would recommend ttutt the legisla- 
ture appoint two additional Inspectors, who 
shall be dairy experts, nnd who shall devots 
their time to looking after the dairy inter- 
ests of tbe. State also another assistant 
chemist. Mho shall he a practical and an- 
alytical chemist, who shall lie kuowu as ths 
second assistant State nnnlyat. I would 
further recommend a liberal appropriation 
for the necessary expenses lu conducting 
the work uf tbe department. 

Htutc Kt-tployiucut Office. 

The. net creating free employment offlces 
wns a me ui I ill in iiecordaiu e with the recom- 
mend at luus eon tu l ned In my last message 
to tbe last general nssembly, providing for 
n more reasonable license fee thing ths 
commissioners of labor complete super vision 
over the private employment ngviieles so 
far ns their records nre concerned, nud Im- 
posing oilier obligation* whlcli the best 
welfare of the service demanded. During 
the year Just closed nearly 11M) ugenclcs have 
been licensed. The law In Its present form 
lu satisfactory, and It Is being strictly en- 
forced. During the year ended Oct. 1, 100*. 
31,7:17 men uud women obtained employ- 
ment through tbu several otllces maintained 
by the State. A iu miliary of the work for 
nil these offices alncu the date of their 
establishment in 1M«J, appearing In the 
weekly bulletin Uec, 17, JPOI, shows that 
1TI5.-J M people secured em ploy incut without 
cost to it: eu i or to the persons to whom thay 
were sent. 

Illinois unci TtllcltlRnii Cnnal. 

The affairs of the Illinois aud Michigan 
Canal arc In a critical condition. Ita. rev- 
enues are Insufficient for Ita maintenance 
and operation, nnd tbe courts or our State 
hnvc decided tbnt the legislature Is with- 
out the power to levy tuxes to provide funds 
for its use. Hither the general assembly 
will have to devise aomo means for fur- 
nishing the canal with funds fur Its Imnis* 
dlutu needs, or the muiiey must be raised 
from the resources of the canal itself, or 
Hie operation of the canal must he aban- 
doned. 

I recommended the passage of a law pro- 
viding u penalty for the offense of dis- 
suading, or attempting to dissuade, youug 
men from serving as members of the guard 
of the State. 1 believe with all my heart 
that any capitalist who discharges a young 
man because .the young man Is a member 
of the National (Juard, or wants to be, com- 
mits u crime nud 1 believe with all mj 
heart that any labor organization wklcn 
does tbu same thing, commits u crime. The 
Htute guard has uo enemies but tie euemles 
uf the law. ■ 

<■ Cliild Lubor Low KITectlve. 

The department of factory Inspection, cre- 
ated In liAJU. bus been broadened lu Its 
scope until, today It Is one Of the moat 
important. In Illinois. In 1KD3 'IM'l luwpcc- 
tloiis were utnd« aud tho ratio ef children 
employed to adults was 8.1!. Iu lim over 
W.WO Inspections were made, nud the oper- 
ations extended to 2!a cities and towns out- 
side of Cook County. The ratio of children 
employed bus been reduced to 3,1 per cunt 
There were over l,{kJU a pro»ecutlouu lust 
year. 

Tbe child labor law Is proving effect Ire. 
as seen from the lucreuse In thu school 
attendance In Chicago aloue, the Increase In 
tbe lust year amounting to 8,000 over the 
u annul lu crease duo to the larger ponula- 
tluti. 

Attention 1b called to the desirability of 
action looking to. the revision of tho In- 
surance laws of the State with u view to 
h u run m 1/1 tig their provisions and conform- 
ing their requlreiuiititB lo present coudliloun 
and nee ea»tt lea.

Springfield, 111.', Jan. 10, — "Econ- 
omy" is to be the slogan of tho Forty- 
fourth genera) assembly. Governor 
Deneen bus announced bis desire that 
the genera] session terminate early in 
April— by the 10th of tho month, if 
possible. But In any event not later 
than tho 15th— end while the pay of 
the members will be the en me for n 
long or a short session, their salar- 
ies have, heretofore, been little more 
than one-half the expense Incidental 
to the eeutoa of a general assembly, 
so that n abort session will really eave 
the state thousands of dollars by ter- 
minating much of the incidental ex- 
pense. 

Payroll reform Is one item that 
promises to bo greatly reduced In the 
present session. Both branches of the 
legislature have declared themselves 
In favor of reducing the working force 
to the smallest number practicable. 

In spite of the general talk of pay* 
roll abuses, few persons have any- 
thing like an neenrnte Idea of tbe ex- 
pense Incurred through a legislative 
session. Mnny persons believe a ses- 
sion Involves a cost to tho common- 
wealth of $1,000,000 or more; others, 
without definite Information on the 
subject, estimate that not over $250,- 
000 Is expended. Neither giiess Is any- 
where near the real figures, 

What the Records Show. 
An Investigation of the records In 
the office of tbe auditor of public ac- 
counts disclose the fnet that tho ag- 
gregate cost of the last genernl as- 
sembly was $304,077.09. Dividing 
this amount by 204, the total miinber 
of memhers of both branches, the av- 
erage cost for each legislator is shown 
to have been $1,500, of which amount 
$1,000 went to tbe Inwtnnker as his 
salary for the session. 

In detail, the auditor's records show 
that tho flfty-one members of the sen- 
ate required 151 assistants to perform 
the work of that body, Not nil of 
these, however, were on tho payroll 
throughout the session. Borne of them 
were employed only a short time, but 
the total amount paid out to senate 
employes was $44,020. Of these 151 
assistants, thirty-seven were police- 
men, thlrty-flve were clerks, thirty 
were Janitors and fifteen were pages. 
The remainder were divided among 
secretaries, stenographers, watchmen, 
ventilators and similar employes. 

There were 103 members In the low- 
er faonse ana their assistants numbered 
140. Five were classed as Btenog- 
raphsrs, three as typewriters, three as 
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Moat people, especially women would be 
glad to live by the judgement of others if 
they could find out what they are.

With Governor Deneen now In office 
niid his Inaugural mcasngo with its 
recommendations In I bo hands of the 
lawmakers the real work of the ses- 
sion Is expected to being with llttis do* 
day. The house being the large, and, 
ns a natural consequence, tho unwieldy 
branch, the progress of affairs will de- 
pend largely on tho activity displayed 
by the members of that body. Speak- 
er Shurtleff has expressed a determin- 
ation to force the members to become 
accustomed to long working days, with 
tho Idea of ending the session as near- 
ly as possible nt the tbno Indicated by 
the new executive. Ills appointment 
of the committee on rules and the 
naming of the Btecrlng committee- of 
the house nt this early date Indicates 
the Blnccrity of his statements, 
BhurtleflT JJlsoiissca Plan. 
"This week," said Speaker Shurt-I 
left, discussing tho plan to get under | 
way nt once. "I shall announce the 
personnel of the more Important com- 
mittees of the house. Those will be 
the bodies to consider the matter of 
legislation along the lines Indicated In 
the party platform last year, Including 
the Chicago charter amendment propo- 
sition, the primary law, civil service 
legislation and the like. Of course, 
little actual work can be done this 
week, but next week we will get down 
to actual business. The tip has gone 
out that Governor Deacon wants a 
short session and we propose to give it 
to him." 

Even admitting n practically unani- 
mous desire to comply with the ex* 
pressed wish of Governor Deneen for 
a short tension, n great mnny of the 
legislators and politicians are doubtfnl 
of concluding the work of the ses- 
sion by the middle of April. Legis- 
lation In contemplation la of unusual 
Importance and unless there la a 
unanimity of opinion regarding the de- 
tails of these measures not now op- 
parent, there Is certain to be more 
or leas delay In passing them. 

'While the measure providing for a 
general primary law has been already 
outlined: by the sub-committee of the 
Republican state central committee se- 
lect od for this purposo, there has de- 
veloped considerable antagonism to 
some of the provisions proposed and, 
In Its present form, there would bo 
decided opposition to the measure; A 
wide difference of opinion ban been 
found nmong the lawmakers In their 
Ideas of the provisions to be contained 
In such a law and there Is also con- 
siderable outspoken opposition) to n 
law on .tbe subject at nil. 

Governor Deneen and Yatw. 
The relations existing between Gov- 
ernor Deneon and Former .Governor 
Yutes continues the topic of genernl 
discussion nmong the legislators nnd 
politicians la the capital. The fact 
that Former Governor Yates made a 
number of appointments just previous 
to vacating his ofilce Is regarded with 
much significance by the initiated. It 
1b known that ever since tbe state con- 
vention last summer, when Mr. Deneen 
was nominated, Governor Yates has 
sought his approval before making any 
appointment and the retention In of- 
fice of so many of the supporters of 
tbe recent governor has led to the gen- 
eral belief that a thorough under- 
standing exists between the two. 

Without Governor Deneen having 
discussed the subject in a specific way, 
either before or since his Inaugura- 
tion, there is a well-defined under- 
standing that few changes are to 
be made In any department of the 
state government Supporters of tbe 
former governor who are now holding 
offices to which they were appointed 
by him are evidencing a lack of con- 
cern that indicates they have some 
sort of reliable assurance that they 
are not to bo dropped by the new ad- 
ministration. In any event, the gen

The secretary of state, under tbe 
statutes. Is custodian of the capltol 
building, and a session of the general 
assembly necessitates an addition to 
bis working force, especially in the 
matter of Janitors and watchmen, 
and a clerical force to handle the bills, 
resolutions nnd other documents of 
the legislature. Proceedings of each 
day's session must be compiled with- 
out loss of time nnd plnced In the 
hands of the Btate printer, who oper- 
ates his presses at nlgbt In order that 
the Journal of each day's proceedings 
may be laid on tbe desk of the mem- 
bers before the neit day's Besslon Is 
opened. The bills, too, must receive 
prompt attention, the endeavor being 
to have these printed bills ready for 
distribution on the morning following 
their Introduction; All of this brought 
the grand total of expenses for em- 
ployee up to (110,242. 

Foot TJp a Large Total, 

In addition to all this, there were 
other expenses footing up to a largo 
total. These Included the per diem 
and mileage of the members, printing 
and the like. There was paid out In 
per diem and mileage to 'the members 
of the senate $55,110.40, of which an 
even $61,000 was the salary account 
Employes of tho semte cost (44,020, 
or some (10,000 lets than tbe salaries 
and mileage of tbe members them- 
selves. House members drew In sal- 
aries and mileage (105,101 and house 
employes drew (30,927, making s total 
for bouse members' salaries, mileage, 
postage and service of employes of 
(202,107.60. 

Committee , expenses - of both 
branches reached a total of $873.07; 
miscellaneous expenses were (18,107.- 
00, and printing, binding and station- 
ery cost (14,600.46.

assembly was run on a much more 
economical bails than, some of the 
preceding •easlons.

000 men under him, or more than 
General NogI has ever used in (he in- 
vest n icttt, but the Ugnrc Is too great 
to be credible. 

However, tho hare fact ns to the 
nu in tier of surrendered soldiers timkes 
It necessary to estimate nt higher 
vnlue than ever Genera] Nogi's great 
achievement. Whether It lessens tho 
honor thnt bus beon attributed to Gen- 
eral Stocssel for his splendid defense 
cannot, however, be told till we know 
what supplies of n nun unit Ion nud food 
remains available nt the end. 

Itetnni of the Ilnltlc Fleet, 
The fail of Port Arthur Is followed 
by a statement which Is uiiolllcla!, hut 
Is satil to be trustworthy, that the

return to European waters. If that 
be so the question n rises as to tho rea- 
son for sending It to the enst. It It 
wns sent In the hope that It might 
reach Tort Arthur before Its surren- 
der, the itusMMim must have been 111- 
( ii formed as to the resisting capacity 
of the fortress, 

It may be thnt the original Intention 
wns that the lhitllc fleet should go to 
tho Fnellle regit rdl ess of what happen- 
ed to IJort Arthur, but that It has now 
been' decided thnt the tleet Is not 
strong enough to be depended nn with 
certainty to get the better of the Jap- 
anese, and that It Is expected. to send 
to the Fueille the entire available Itus- 
slnii navy, A fleet can be sent n few 
months hence which will be much 
stronger than the one commanded by 
Admiral Ilojestvcnsky. 

In the meantime the Japanese enn 
refit their vessels nt leisure nnd pve- 
pure' In every way possible for the 
struggle which n walls them at n Inter 
dny. Jt hardly rnu be assumed thnt 
tho Itnsslans will run fee no effort to 
wrest from the Ju pit nose the control 
of the seas. So long as they retain It 
It will be Impossible for the Rnsslnna, 
no inntter bow litrgo the army they 
put in the field, to force their ad- 
versaries out of Manchuria. 

Tho situation on the Sbaklie Itlvcr 
remains practically unchanged. Tho 
reports of a flanking movement by the 
Japanese on their right flank have not 
been confirmed. Now that Fort Arthur 
hns been disposed of most of General 
Nogl'a veterans will be available for 
service In northern Manchuria*. It will 
not take much time to transport them 
there, nut oven with these re-enforce- 
ments It is doubtful if General Oynma 
will attempt an active winter cam- 
paign against a strongly intrenched 
cnomy, who must have about 225,000 
men, and who Bhotiid bo receiving 
steadily re-enforcements sufficient to 
make good his daily losses. 

There nre no indications of peace. 
Tho Kusslan government has an- 
nonnced that It will prosccitto tho war 
with Increased vigor, nnd that 200,000 
fresh troops will bo sent to General 
Kouropntkln before the end of Feb- 
ruary. This Is a promise of desperate 
fighting when spring begins and tho 
roads become passable. Tho Russian 
government will expect Kouropatkln 
to take the orfensivo i and force bnck 
the Japanese by outfighting or ouf> 
maneuvering them.

false ret urn i of the vote east. 

Out of lliese evils has arisen onother 
wll, that of the double con volition. Such 
It the lack of confidence lu the conduct of 
our primaries that, In wunnly coutttteo 
primary elect lout, each fnetloil holds its 
own convention. In the hope that the 
committee on credentials hi tbu hlfiher con- 
vention will recognize Iim claims. 

Because of thli ehuotlc condition of our 
primary system, there bos promt up In 
the Stale a very ttenerul demand, reRttrd- 
loot of party, for n compulsory election law, 
tnd 1 believe such n law should bo enacted, 
embodylnj; at leant, these features: 

Provision* requiring each political party 
to bold Us primary lu every county and 
township In the State on the same day; 
that the day and hour* shall be im-fl in 
the statutes: thai Judges and clerks there- 
for shall he appointed by the judge of tile 
county court: Hint the names of nil can- 
dldatet -for office shall be printed oil "to 
ballot, with minaret In front of each, tints 

Siring to thu voter an opportunity to 
catenate his ehuke. In slx.rl llmt pri- 
ma ric« shall in- held bnder the safesuordi 
which Biirrnniiil n-Kulnr elecllons. 

Hecause of tho «rent pulille interest In 
fair primaries , I recommend that appro- 
priate committees be appointed o» curiy 
ns a wise selection can he made, uinl tliat 
frequent public hearings be bad, to tbo end 
thai n practical nnd usable Ww tuny bu 
enacted which will afford the ful est op- 
portunity for the expression <*'•»■' Pop- 
ular will in the selection of caudldatct by 
political partLes. 

Civil Service, 
'•""bar State tupiwrti many institutions for 
tbe^fltv of the Insane, the teetite minded 
and Ihe criminal classes. Sereral huu- 
dred iiconlu are employed In various capac- 
ities In theso Instl'utlotis. Tlielr tcnuru of 
olllce It now at the mercy of factions nnd 
parties, The duties of many of these em- 
ployes require peculiar taste, education nnd 
expcrlBiiee. There Is a very fc-encrnl de- 
mand that the tenure of otllco or such per- 
sons shrill he free from the accidents of 
factional and party trliimpi. The employes 
of the State should he encouraged to in- 
quire skill, education und eijierlence In I he 
line of their duties, and they should ho 

frlveu the assurance that they will remain 
n Ita employment while their services are 
efilclent, rcBardlewi of purty vlclssltudea. 

Civil tervlce laws are no longer looked 
npon as experiments. They are In .suc- 
cessful operation lu most of Ibo European 
government* uml In many of our Stales. 
iur n alio mil civil service law has the np- 
proval of the people throughout the coun- 
try, lloth the great political part lea In 
this State favored a i-lvll tervlcu law In 
their last platforms.' The time, therefore, 
for discussion has tinssed; the time for ac- 
tion has come, and the people will expect 
you to carry out their will lu this regard. 

Practice Act. 
I call your attention to the report of 
the Practice Commission appointed by Gov- 
ernor Tanner by authority of a Jolut reso- 
of the Ue in' ml Assembly on March

An elllcleut geological survey would sup- 
ply accurate knowledut* of tlio geological 
formation* of the State and of their re- 
lations one to another. Tho problem of 
developing the coal resources of tho State; 
of Ibo treatment of clay ami tbo combluar 
tloua of the various sorts of days; of test- 
ing stone for constructional purposes; of 
determining for what purposes cacti stone 
is, adapted ami the utilisation of tiatlve 
stone not now In the market; of the com- 
binations of a vii [in lib- material for good 
cement a. In wh It'll because Of heavy trans- 
portation charges It In essential to have 
the plni'i'S of manufacture as near as pos- 
sible to the pin ecu of cons n nipt Ion; of the 
locating of available supplies nf mad mate- 
rial nud of pointing the way to their use; 
of making known the uvailahle sources of 
supply of guod water, nnd of the drain- 
ing of our inn ruli lands— would all foil 
within the sphere of an efilclent geological 
survey. 

There Is a growing demand for such In- 
formation, and Its illssemluntlon would tend 
to stimulate the development of our mineral 
resources. I believe that a reasonable im- 
propriation tor tin' begluulug of tuck a 
work should ho made. 

Agricultural Colleges. 

I commend to your careful consideration 
an Investigation of tbu agricultural col- 
lego of the University of Illinois and of 
the valuable services rendered by that In 
stttutlou, to the end that tbo s 
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were recommended by the Sunreniu Court, 
the Appellate Court for the blrat District, 
the Illinois State liar Association and the 
Chicago liar Association. They held open 
sittings In each of the Appellate, Court d bf- 
trlcts of tho State, for suggestions by tho 
bench and by the' bar. After being In 
actual session for fifty days, they Issued 
a. preliminary report and seat copies of It 
loto every county in. Illinois. Inviting 
criticism upon It. . Out or live hundred sug- 
gested changes, one hundred und llfty were 
adopted and submitted to the Ueuorol As- 
■emhly. Hut three or the reforms urged 
were enncted Into law. The work of tho 
Commission has now been before the peo- 
ple of the Slate for nearly four years, and 
Illtlo adverse criticism has been muds upon 
It. It has been published by the Illinois 
State liar Association ami the Chicago Ihir 
AasocluUnn. and each of tliesu learned 
bodies baa a special commit tt-o charged 
with the duty of urging that you take ac- 
tlou thereon at this sesslou, 

There can be no doubt of tho pressing 
importance of this matter, particularly to 
Cook County. There the afliulnUirnllnn of 
the law has beeu attended with so much 
delay at to amount lu many iiwtunces to 
a denial of justice. This Is duo Bo.fjawhat 
to Imperfect Ions In our system of practice. 
These should be remedied. To be respected, 
Ibe admlnlstrailou of the law should bo 
■ucb that, In the language of our 'bin of 
rights, the eltUeiis can obtain right Old 
Justice not only freely, hut "complete y 
ind without denial, prompt T. «"|J with- 
out delay." We need lu this . State to 
cultlvato a higher respect for the law and 
1U mluil nlst rut Ion, and any thing that tends 
to secure that uud should receivo the 
prompt tin! careful conslderallou of. lbs 

General Assembly. 

Whllu It is Impracticable nt this time 
to discuss the merits of the various nets 
proposed by Ihe I'ractlee Commission, I 
would direct your special nlteutioii to those 
pertaining o 1 the writ of habeas corpus. 
iu recent years, frequent recourse, has been 
und to thfs writ m u Hubsiltuio for other 
legal method* of procedure, and oftentimes 
is* a subs I Itul* for the writ of error, re- 
sulting, in many Inslauces n the d ltd nrgo 
ef a prisoner on. points of luvv decided ud- 
verscry by another Judge in some provluua 
proceeding lit the cuse. subsenueni appli- 
cation for the writ, on similar or like 
grounds, dlreeled to the Supremo Court, 
favo been denied, thus showing that prlsoif- 
•rV In many discs, lustend of being held 
without due process of law, have beeu d s- 
cbarged without duu process of law. The 
numerous Instances hi luto years of lb a 
abut" of this writ emphasise the necessity 
for reform in relation thereto. 

Many of the olher acts suggested by 
tho CutiiuilSHioii as amendments to tbu 



criminal law, would, lu my Judgment, tend 
to oxpedlio the trial of criminal ca sea, and 
to them might appropriately bo added nti 
act limiting tho right to if '"it of error 
lu crlmlual esses to applkatlonB to tho 
ti Supremo Court. Not only are results too 
long Uolnyed where tbo case passes through 
tho Appellate Count, but a second trial 
tftcr such delay often becomes Impracllc- 
aMe, by reason 'of the absence of witnesses, 



phero of 
its usefutuess may be enlarged. In this 
connection, I believe that tbo attention of 
our cltlsciis should be called to a few of 
tbo discoveries mude by the Kiperlmeut 
Station at the Agricultural College. I'or 
example, It has Increased tho all content 
Of corn by one-third, raising Its market 
value Hve cents per bushel. The general 
application of tho illscovery to the corn 
crop of the Statu would Increase by 12. WW,- 
000 the value of the corn used by the fac- 
tories In this State nlnne. It has In- 
creased the protein content of corn two 
per cent, an Increase co/inl to f 0,000,000 
annually in the Yiilue of that part Of the 
corn crop of tin: Slate which is used for 
feeding purposes. 

Tor tho purpose* of utilising and giving 
wide distribution to thu results of theso 
experiments, twenty farms lu our State lire 
engaged lu raising audi varieties for seed, 
to bo generally distributed throughout this 
and other Btau-s, and I am Informed that 
tho ftdrnncement madu lu the actual com- 
mercial use of such corn baa .been greater 
than has heretofore beeu accomplished In 
.the United States. ' 

The statlou has shown that alfalfa failed 
for thirty years to grow In Illinois, be- 
cause of tho lack of the proper bacteria 
to gather nitrogen, tt has brought In the 
proper Inoculation and distributed It freely 
ovor tho State, and now that crop is suc- 
cessfully grown here. It has shown that 
certain Inuds In Southern Illinois are acid 
to an extent which prevents tho growth of 
bacteria and the gutherlug of nitrogen by 
this natural and inexpensive means, and boa 
determined the proper amounts of lime to 
supply lu order to correct this oddity. It 
has shown that- as a whole State It Is well 
supplied with potassium, but that only tho 
very best lauds have enough phosphorus 
for maximum erup-t, and that our soils 
will fall llrst at this point. It has shown 
that the soils of Southern Illinois con- 
tain but ouo-hatf enough phosphorus for 
the best yields; hence their crops are lim- 
ited by phosphorus, uat by seasons, as 
they should be. 

The station has discovered some thou- 
sands of acres of swampy land which arc 
abnormally rich lit nitrogen and phosphor- 
us, but an deficient In potassium us to 
yield but one or two crops of corn. With 
nu expenditure of 11.50 to 12 for potassium 
salts the yield of corn has beeu raised 
from six or seven bushels to forty bush- 
els and even seventy bushels per acre, ac- 
cording to the season. The station Is con- 
ducting n soil survey of the Btute, county 
by county, and tests of these different 
tolls are made In the station laboratory. 

The disease of bitter rot destroyed over 
one million bushels of apples In four coun- 
ties of the State in the year 1UO0, and 
while the station baa not yet succeeded 
In exterminating the disease, It has found 
wnys of largely preventing Its ravages and 
saving most of the crop. The work will 
cnutlnuu until this dangerous disease Is 
entirely eradicated. The station has also 
demoust rated the value of cultivation and 
spraying for orchard fruits, 

Tho station has shown that some cows 
can moke milk nnd butter on one-third 
the food, reipilrod by others. It huu beeu 
shown also that some steers gain four 
times as much ns others In u given (line, 
and It keeps men constantly In the Add 
among the dulvy runners trying to Improve 
thu quality of ir.tlk mil butter and testing 
for better methods of feeling. Its exhi- 
bit Ions In Chicago and Ht. Louis this year 
attracted marked attention. 

Six years ago the Col lego of Agriculture 
had fewer than' twenty studeuts, with 
only live Instructors. Now It has 305 
students (of whom Tl ure women) nud 
twenty-five teachers. 

The development of the producing power 
of the State beyond what Is likely to bo 
affected by private enterprise, is a matter 
of public policy. The agricultural col lego 
of Illinois should be to our State what 
the Department of Agriculture Is to thu 
Unit id States. It should be continually 
making expcrlinnets. It should keep lu 
touch with discoveries mude throughout 
the world nud apply them to conditions 
here. Such Information should bo dissem- 
inated by bulletins and tracts issued to 
the people. The dissemination of such In- 
formation would uot only tend to prevent 
disastrous losses, but' would improve the 
quality uf food productH ami also Increase 
tho quantity. It would also preserve the 
fertility of our lands, Insuring prosperity 
to tbe next generation. 

Fish Industry. 

I commend to your attention the report 
of 'the Fish Commission of this State, 
Bufumarlilug brlelly, I may Bay: The Fish 
Industry of this State began In IS7U. lly 
reason of Ihe laws enacted lu this State, 
tho Illinois river now furnishes more Ilsh 
lu the markets than any other lu tbo United 
suites, with the single exception of the- 
Columbia river In Uregou. In 1001 tho 
output from the Illinois river stone ag- 
gregated 17,000,000 pounds, which brought 
three-quarters gf a million tlollnrs to tbu 
towns along that river. Throughout tho 
State, a currcsooiidlug lucreaso hi supply 
wua noted. The report shows plants lu 
almost every stream In the State where 
the waters are permanent, it ulso shows 
Ctll applicants supplied with llsh by the 
Commission. The Commission desires to 
equip a small station nt Urbnna for tbe 
artificial .propagation of. pike, yellow perch 
and inch flab us are Hot Indigenous to our 
waters and as can bo artlitclally propa- 
gated In tbo Dtreaius of our State. ''The 
United States Com mission bus offered to 
furnish audi skilled assistants as may bo 
needed III the installing of the plant. This 
work will entail but a small additional 
expense In coiuparlsuu with tho tcaulu at- 
tained. 

I recommend careful Inquiry Into the re- 
quest of the Commission and express lbs 
hope that the Legislature, amy be able to 
' make such appropriation as will tugment 



tbe usefulness of ths Commission and In- 
crease the value of this Important Industry. 

Oood ItOdiU, 

I call your attention to the condition of 
tho country roads In this Stnto, In this 
direction, our State has mflda less progress 
than In other msttert of great public 
Importance. Tattle permanent advancement 
has bcou tnado slnco tho orgautxntlon of 
our State in tho matter of road building. 
The conditions existing orn primitive. Not 
more than two per cent of the entire mile- 
age of our country roads Is permanently 
Improved to as to bo suitable for traUlo 
at ail seasont of the year. 

It Is estimated Unit It costs 25 cents 
per mile per ton to haul farm products to 
market over earth roads. This la nt least 
double what It costs the farmer tn those 
Uuropenn countries .In which they have 
good roads. Ex perl inent hag shown that 
a horse can draw twice ns much on n 
well-made gravel road and four times ss 
much on a smooth atone road as on a 
wdl-mnde earth road, The difference In 
cost of moving crons In European coun- 
tries nnd the cost here, which Is twelve 
nnd a half cents per tan per mile, multi- 
plied by tbe nggreunte number of tons of 
our products, constitutes an enormous and 
useless lux upon our nilnetpnl Industries. 
The toss Involved Is paid for by our whole 
people, because the vast hulk of all the 
products of our State must he urst moved 
over our bod country roads to railroads, 
steamships and markets. Wo can bettor 
realise what this mentis when we consider 
thnt it coats as much to deliver a bushel 
of grain ten miles to the railroad In Illi- 
nois as It then costs to carry It a thousand 
nit let by mil. 

Other States, confronted by llko condi- 
tions, have made greater efforts than Illi- 
nois to remedy Uieui. In our State tho 
local authorities are hampered by an In- 
sufficient supply of money nnd hick of 
suitable material for making permanent 
I in prove me in lu the roads, nail too fre- 
quently by n lack of scientific knowledge 
of rami building. Tim labor performed 
mnlntnlrm f»r one season only n passable 
condition of -fhe roadbed. It Is estimated 
that I'.UMW.OOO Is expended annually In this 
State for this purpose, with little or no 
permanent advantage. 

It Is not necessary to advance any ar- 
gument to show that the burden of rnad- 
maklug should not rail an the farmer 
alone. The mad Is n pulille highway. It 
la a K t nte road. Its maintenance ami Im- 
provement la n nintter of gem-nil concern. 
Other Stoles are Attempting to solve this 
problem by what Is known as the "Hutu 
old" plan. In which thu burden Is bonia 
by the whole people, 

Willi I n the past ten years Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, .Massachusetts. Itlnxle 
Island, Connecticut, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware uud California havo es- 
tablished highway commissions, nnd are 
assisting the counties, towns and town- 
shins by "Statu aid," 

New York last year appropriated SOOO.OOO 
as "State aid" for rood building. That 
State has appropriated altogether |2.0C3,ouu 
for "Stnte aid. 1 ' At tbe. last session of 
the New York Legislature, an act was 
passed proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment which provldca that tbo Stnto may 
liond Itscir for f.l.OOO.OuO a year for ten 
yenra for the building of wagon roads. 

In 1IKK1, I'ciiusylvunta created a State 
highway commission nud appropriated $u\- 
CWJ.OOO to he apportioned among the differ- 
ent conn U cm ns "Stale aid" lu proportion 
of mileage of ronda In ench county, anil 
to be expended during u period of six 
years. 

Under n call Issued by the last Legis- 
lature of Ohio a State good roads uonveu 



ov«r a series of from seven to tan yssrs, 

st baa hem adopted elsewhere, tbe bur- 
den upon real eatata within suitable road 
districts, taxable for such purpose, would 
be Very light. ,. 

Under such a system, tbe cost to ta# 
State would not ho great, Tbo convict 
Is a charge upon tho State. He mull S^» 
supported whether be works or Is idle. 
Tbo additional cost to tbe State for ma- 
chinery, transportation, ete., would bo com- 
paratively small. 1 therefore suggest tlist 
ynu consider whether or not It would ue 
advisable for the State to undertake t» 
utilise the labor of convicts In tbe manner 
outlined. .; . 

In the event that you determine tbat 
such mi application of convict labor Is not 
feasible, I urge you, through your com- 
mittees, to gather Information nnd doviso 
some plan which will- meet with 'ho tp- 
pruvnl of our people and enable our atata 
to make a beginning in this great work. 
Flic tor jr Inspection. 

Illinois Is the greatest manufacturing 
State In tho Union. Our advancement to 
this position has been so recent that tome 
abuses have crown up as Incidents to siicn 
rapid development. For their correction 
former Legislatures have enacted laws reg- 
ulating the comlltiuns at work Iti our 
mines, our factories, our sweatshops ana 
by our children . 

A farmer Legislature enacted what Is 
known as tho ,T Chlld Labor Law/ lour 
attention may be colled to some hardships 
Incident to the enforcement of this law. 
Aa a whole It la beneficial and salutary. 
With the growth of ma mi facto ring here, 
the Btnte will be called upon more and 
more to supervise tho conditions of labor, 
making »uch conditions safe o* well at 
sanitary, Under our present law, tbt em- 
ploye lu many instance* assumea Ibo risks 
of (I a ii go roiin occupation. It Is not a lus- 
tldeatlt.n of ouch conditions to answer that 
the em ploy e need not work unless lie la 
willing to assume such risks. Worlf is 
n necessltr of existence, lu our large cities 
work with machinery is the only, kind 
wtileb a great many nt onr cltlxens can op- 
luln, ami. In the event of disablement, the 
dtlxea and hU family frequently become 
rhnrgcH upon the State. Tho State there- 
fore will be called upon to enact laws to 
nrotoet' the dtlxen against unnecessary 
tiara rds In ninli occupations. 
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tlon was held at ColmuhuK tin FeViruary l,"i. 
1004, which convention adopted resolutions 
in favor of n "Stnte aid" low theu pending 
before thi! Legislature. 

Massachusetts appropriates annually 
S-iiHMMJ for "State aid/' It has appro- 
priated already for tbe building of roads 
the aggregate sum -of {-MUO.OOD. Its lust 
Legislature appropriated sj^SO.OOQ to he 
expended for State highways during tho 
next live years. 

New Jersey appropriates (250,000 an- 
nually toward the building of guod roods; 
It- has appro print I'd during tho past ten 
yenrs £1,515,103 for that purpose. 

Connecticut appropriates $'-'--'. * WO per an- 
num as "State aid." Since 1H!),1 It hat 
appropriated si.fili.'i.PIO for that purpose. 

A recent Legislature In Florida set aside, 
for the Improvement of wagon roads tbo 
I ml Inn War Claims, which a mount to fOW,' 
000. 

The last Legislature of It hod e Island 
appropriated $100,000 for the construction 
nnd maintenance of highways under tho 
direction of the State Hoard of 1'ubllc 
Honda, 

Vermont appropriates annually about $80,- 
000 for a like purpose. 

Departments of Highways for the gather- 
ing of Information regarding the con- 
struction and miiliiteiiancc of good roads, 
and the devising of plana to effect a be- 

flluulug of such work, have been estnb- 
Ished In California, Delaware. Idaho, 
Maine, Maryland, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Nebraska, New Hampshire, North 
Carol! mi. Oregon and Tennessee. 

In Illinois, tbe last Legislature enacted 
a law for Ibe appointment of a Good Itoads 
Commission to investigate tha nuestlon of 
good roads and determine tbo best meth- 
ods by which the burden of road build- 
ing may be equitably distributed among 
nil the people, such us by rederal, State 
and county nfd. That Com mission was 
directed to report lis findings to this As- 
sembly, together with n bill employing the 
must advanced thought ou the subject of 
road building. 

The report will he submitted to you. In 
considering the recommendation which 
they make, I desire to direct your atten- 
tion to the feasibility of the use of con- 
vict labor In connection with tho subject 
of good rends. 

There are confined In our State- peni- 
tentiaries &00U prisoners. Under tbe pres- 
ent law lu relation to convict labor, op- 
portunities for their employment are and 
will he limited In vnrloua ways, so that 
but 2-1 per cent of their available time will 
bo consumed In Ihe performance of nil the 
work permitted tn them under the law. 

It Is a bciieik'lent provision of our law 
that prisoners are sentenced to labor, be- 
cause no punish men l which our Statu would 
permit could be quite su severe as that of 
enforced Idleness. Work It a necessity for 
health nud reformation. This Is every- 
where recognised, but It has been illtlkult 
to provide for theut work of such u char- 
acter ns would uot Impose u punishment 
upon the law-abiding eltixen by reason of 
the unnatural conditions of coiupetltlou 
which convict labor creates. 

Formerly our State leased thdr labor to 
manufacturers, but lu 1003 It abandoned 
that policy. During the operating of tbsv 
policy, attempts were made to distribute 
tbe evil effects of the employment uf con- 
vict labor over aa wide a range, of Indus- 
tries as possible. Many plana were de- 
vised to shift I bla burden from ouo In- 
dustry to another, causing continual tin- 
rest nnd dissatisfaction among various 
clauses uf *nr citizens. Hut I think It Is 
beyond dispute that the employment of 
convict labor, where tried, lu connection 
with public road work, hut caused least 
complaint both lu this country and lu Eu- 
rope. 

With this fact la mind, I suggest' an 
Inquiry Into the feasibility of furnishing 
employment for our cOUVlctt In connect! ml 
with the movement for good roads. Under 
thu law enacted by the last Qenernl As- 
sembly, convicts arc permitted to be em- 
ployed In tbe manufacturing of crushed 
ttone and other rood material at Chester, 
to be given free nt tlio penitentiary to 
such counties as may apply for tbo uame, 
ou cuudltluu thnt tbe material shall be 
spread ou some public road in the county 
within a year. 

Little advantage lint been taken of this 
provision by our counties on account of 
tho expense Involved In railroad transpor- 
tation. 1 suggest, therefore, itu lanulry 
Into the ndvianblllly nf the State furn- 
ishing rond material free lit a point within 
tlie county, to be designated by the local 
authorities. A Statu Commission would 
lie nblo to negotiate with thu rail roads 
throughout the State to grenter iiilvautngi! 
than a county or rend district. Where this 
plan baa been tried the railroads have 
cunvoyed much material practically ut cost, 
been use of tbu direct ndvautnge to them 
of good roads iu equalizing trutJk- through- 
out tho year. * 

Inquiry ttlso could be mude by your com- 
mittees as to the feasibility of furnishing 
stone or ballast to the railways in exchange 
for transportation of read material to the 
comities or districts. 

I ii Cor mat ion has been furnished me by 
experts In the matter or rond building 
and tbo cost thereof, to tho effect that a 
suitable, stone road could bo built at a 
cost of leas- than 1 1,000 nor mile in tbe 
couuty, should the. material be ■delivered 
freo by the SUle, Following the plan of 
iMolntf thsstds hi piy nfsnt thereof, spread 



I suggest thnt 
such, laws as ynu urny deem U wise to 
enact In I bla regard could lie enforced by 
the factory Inspectors without additional 
expense, 

Arbitration, ' 
In connection with matters relating to 
labor and employ in ent. I call the attention 
of the General Assembly to., measures which 
may be brought to your consideration In 
reference to arbitrating disputes between 
employers and employes. Tho relation be- 
tween employers and employes are the most 
Important mutters connected with the con- 
duct of business under modern methods. 
Any me a mire that would cticoarage em- 
ployers nud employes to submit their dis- 
putes to arbitration by the State descries 
your attention. The State should gather 
all tbo farts relating to tucli disputes of 
any Importance and publish them In con- 
venient form for distribution as a guide 
to public opinion, which In this country 
eventually has the force of law. 

Sanlturjr Dliitrlct of Chicane.- 
Under that section of our statu tes re- 
lating to cities and villages permitting tho 
formation of sanitary districts, tbe Sani- 
tary District of Chicago has been estab- 
lished. The administration of Ub affairs 
Is In the hands nf a hoard of nine trus- 
tees. The provisions for tbo election of 
such trustees are peculiar. Under the law 
In relation thereto, each riuallued voter 
"may vote for aa ninny candidates aa their 
are trustees tn be elected, or he may dis- 
tribute bla vote among not lens thnttuve- 
nhilhs of thu en ml hint es to he elected, giv- 
ing each of the candidates among whom 
ho distributes tho same, the same num- 
ber of Votes or fractional parts of votes. 

Tho purpose of this provision was, un- 
doubtedly, the securing and -maintenance 
of a noti-partlssn board; but Its operation 
has resulted Instead, In the creation of a 
bi-partisan board. Under the present law, 
each party nominates Ave candidates. 
Since but one candidate can be defeated, 
the citizen Is not nfforded n free oppor- 
tunity to pass upon the records of the In- 
dividual candidates, regardless of party. 
Thin Is undemocratic in principle. Tho 
people can be trusted to. select public 
servants unhampered by any restrictions 
upon their freedom of choice. The oppor- 
tunity to do-so Is not secured to them un- 
der the prenent system. 

I therefore recommend a change in the 
law permitting the elector to cast one vote 
for suck candidates as ho may choose to 
support. This will give to each pnrty tbe 
right of nominating candidates for all 
trusteeships and to the voter thu right to 
choose among them. 

The New Charter* 
The Inst General Assembly submitted to 
the people n constitutional amendment glv- 
lug power 1o the Legislature to enact spe- 
cial legislation affecting Chicago. The 
amendment was discussed throughout the 
Utate and was passed by our people by 
a majority of MH.3M. 

Although the benefit*- of tbo law are 
mainly to be reaped by one city, it Is a 
matter for congratulation that tho people. 
throughout the State felt. such a keen In- 
terest lu giving Chicago power to meet 
conditions peculiar to that city. Since 
the election, many organizations lu Chi- 
cago have been at work preparing meas- 
ures for your consideration, and there is 
a widespread Interest among the citizens 
of that city lu charter legislation. 

At present, sentiment there baa not 
crystallized npon any dc Unite plan, but out 
of the present conflict of opinion will 
Hun lly emerge some matters upon which all 
will agree. As a word of caution regard- 
ing the power to Incur Indebtedness, I sug- 
gest thnt those wise limitations upon that 
power imposed heretofore In constitutions 
should be relaxed with great caution. They 
have proved bulwarks against the natural 
extravagance of humankind In Imposing 
upon future generations an undue burden of. 
taxation. The legislation which puts upon 
future generations tho debts of tho pres- 
ent Impairs the credit of both. The crea- 
tion of Indebtedness under this power 
should he accompanied by ample provis- 
ion for Its retirement within a reasonable 
time through sinking funds established for 
that purpose. 

Corporation Stock. 
I recommend to you that a law be en- 
acted requiring corporations organised In 
this State to bave their capital stock paid 
up, either In money or property, before 
the Issuance to them of licenses by the 
Secretary of State, to the end that the 
State shall not become a silent partner 
iu fraud perpetrated by promoters upon the 
Investing public. 

Uniform llookkeeplnp:. 
I believe It would be an advantage to 
our State to hnve a uniform system of 
bookkeeping, and. In tbo event that an 
appropriation for thut purpose la necessary, 
I recommend that a reasonable appropria- 
tion bu made. 

It e trench incut. 
In conclusion, may I add that the mat- 
ters recommended herein need not •Increase 
the burden to tbe. Stnte. Careful Inves- 
tigation should be tundo regarding all re- 
quests for appropriations, to the -end that 
n dollar of tax should produce a dollar of 
service. As business becomes mere diver- 
sified and the relations of meu become more 
complex, tbe Statu will bu called upon 
more and more to expend money In their 
fair adjustment. Hence, our government 
should bo administered with that ric/ld 
cconoiuv which will enable us to meet 
these widening obligations without unduly 
Increased exjioiiillturo. 

We hnve been chosen bv the people to 
cniK-t good laws und nthuliilster them 
faithfully. Deeply conscious of these obli- 
gations, we should work together for tho 
coi uiu mi end, whk-h Is good government, 
towards the attainment of which I offer 
to you uiy services nud sol kit your ad- 
vice and co-operation lu purfurmlug those 
duties which devolve upon me.

AN OL D VERERAN GONE 

DEATH OF LEVU, SIMONS 
ON FRIDAY LAST 



Was a Pioneer, an Old Soldier and 

Highly Respected Citizen of An- 

tlaeh and Laite County 

t i 

On Friday morning January 13, occurred 
the death or Levi J. Simons, at the home 
of bis daughter, Mrs, Del Sabln, after an 
illness of about three weeks. Ho had been 
feeling poorly all the fall and fore part of 
the winter and bad even given up a, con- 
templated trip to Georgia on account of 
poor health, but he was not confined tcTths 
house until the twenty-second day of Doer 
ember and from that time bo grew steadily 
weaker and weaker until Friday morning 
when he quietly passed away. The direct 
cause of his death being attributed to heart 
disease. , - 

Mr. Simons was a man well known and 
highly respected tbrodghout the county, 
having spent bis entire life in this vicinity. 
He waa bora near Antioch on Dec. 22. 1841. 
and his homo has always been located in 
or near this village, and it is 1 said that he 
was tho oldest person who was born in 
Antioch, spent their life tu Antioch and 
died in Antioch, He knew what was 
meant by frontier life, having lived here 
when this country was'wild and new; In 
the year of 1861 he enlisted in the army 
and become a member of Company F.31ih 
Illinois Infantry, afterward known as the 
Fremont Riders. He was wounded at tbo 
battle of Pea Ridge, and while in the army 
suffered a severe, attack of- typhoid fever.-' 
During tho time he saw service he traveled 
eleven thousand five hundred and sixty 
miles, Ibreo thousand of which he traveled 
on foot, and at the close of the war he re*, 
ccived an honorable discbarge and return- 
ed, homo, Oa August 8, I860, he waa united 
in marriage to Emllehe Stevens and to them 
four children were born, Mrs. D. Sabln. 
Mrs. E. Sabin, Ira M, and Ernest L, Sim- 
ons all of this place and all of whom with 
their mother rotuain to moura the loss of 
a kind husband and fnther, Of the entire 
family of five brothers and one sister only 
one .brother,,,. DavicL Simons, . of .Seattle, 
Washington, survives 'him. Mr. Simons 
was a popular man and at one time acted 
as supervisor of this township, and about 
fifteen years ago was appointed as post- 
master of this village. * 

The funeral was held from the Christian 
church on Sunday afternoon. Tha floral 
offerings were many! and beautiful- and 
were tokens of the esteem in which he was 
held by his i^any friends. Rev. Wm. C. 
Cleworth officiated at this service and said 
In part aa follows: 

Acts VII. 60, "And when he had said 
this, he fell asleep." 

The old philosopher, Diogenes, used to 
say "Sleep and Death ore brothers." How" 
many writers present to us the ..figure— 
death as sleep. In tho Old Testament 
again and again we find death called sleep. 
"And the Lord said unto Moses; Behold 
thou shalt sleep with thy fathers". Job 
tayai ; **Kow I shall sleep in tbi dust; and 
'thou shalt seek me in the morning, but I 
shall not bo". In Daniel we renjcY/'Mauy 
it them that sleep in the dust of ^be'-; earth 
shall awake".. Then" in the NewTeAaWent 
we End the same idea expressed'/-' Christ 
said as he went to the tomb of Lazarus; 
"Our friend Lazarus slecpethj but [go 
that I may awake him out of sleep". But 
we haven't time to call attention to all"* the 
scripture relating this thought. Suffice 'it 
to remind you that the Bible writers all 
took this view of death; it is a sleep. We 
will view death as sleep and in our con- 
sideration of it nnder .this figure note first: 
The resemblances between death and sleep. 

Sleep means unconsciousness. Iftheeur- 
gron would cut and wound bis patient he 
waits until the man is bound in chains of 
slumber, forced into sleep by anasthetica. 
Fires may leap, great storms may howl, 
seas may roll and even earth may quake 
and men sleep on' unconscious of -what 
great events transpire -in anight; "Men 
have gone to sleep at night unknown and 
have awakened, to Bud themselves famous, 
So far as I know we are as - well nigh un- 
conscious In sleep laajm death.' Unconscious 
of pain; of peril, of power, Donne used 
to say "Sleep is pain's easiest salve, and 
doth fulfill all officers of . death, except to 
kill". And this.unconsciousnesa is a bless- 
ing. We sleep quo third our time that for 
two thirds these faculties may bo refreshed, 
these powors strengthened. "Sleep, that 
knits up tho raveled sleeve of care, the 
death of each day's life, soro labor's bath, 
balm of hurt minds, great nnture'e second 
'course, chief nourisher in life's feast". 
Sleep means unconsciousness so death .does 
too. r: "'" 

u Then sleep means rest. Virgil 'called 
sleep "Deep rest, and sweet, most like in- 
deed to death's own quietness". "Creation 
sleeps, 'Tis'as the general pulso of, life 
stood still, and nature made n .pause". A 
friend, of mine who owned a great many 
beautiful, plants bad a custom of . putting 
some of them down cellar or iq some other 
dark-place, ,;J B*id;to her one day "Why 
do -you do :\bat,- Mrs, Kersey ?" She re-

The soul lives. There is immortal 



plied: "To give them rest''. .Plants must 
rest, All nature must rest. This is tho 
season of nature's rest. Tour loll must 
rest. So death means rest. How tired 
men grow*, We must rest! Again, an- 
other resemblance. In sleep the soul is 
active, His only tho body slumbers. 
What trips tho soul takes while the body 
sleeps. How, in a moment, we are :ming* 
ling with friends a thousand mites away. 
How we converse with loved ones we have 
not seen for yean. How we build great 
stores or magnificent houses. O, who has 
not had the exquisite delight of living in a 
dream far sweeter moments than any are 
known in out .waking- hours.' There we 
are perfectly unconscious, but the soul Is 
awake, par very dreams impress us with 
the fact that tho physical may unpractical- 
ly dead, the soul lives and labor*. And Is 
Ihis not true of that longer sleep? While 
the body lies motionless, may not the soul 
be engaged in' fine activities and splendid 
flights? 

Just as the soul seems well nigh unlim- 
ited in Us flights, while the body sleeps, 
so is it when', the body sleeps in death. 
The soul HveaV Perhaps we might men*, 
tiou other wWmbtancet, but we' have said 
enough to let you see that "sleep is 'a type 
of death," anc> to .remind yon that both 
are . restricted to this earth. There is no 
sleeping In the eternities'. Heaven has no 
nights.. The body sleeps In death, uncon- 
scious, retting, but the soul Is awake, and

res. There is immortal life, 
Let your' very! dreams be prophets fore- 
telling your t in mortality. We might speak 
of the natundfess of both sleep and death. 
We might sbuw how both are character- 
istic.

"steep gives to vigor what be takes from 
timpV.^Th'at^which we do not. like proves 
to be'our richest'bleesing.

RAID ON PUBLIC LANDS 

CLAIMED TO BE IN INTER- 
EST OF SETTLERS 




Wholesale Raid In Evidence nt Wash- 

Jngtoq Designed Upon Remaining 

Western Public Lands 

Already this session two bills have been 
introduced by Representatives Martin and 
Brooks allowing a man to take up a square 
mile of government lands In South Dakota 
or in Colorado respectively and permitting 
who may have already made a 160-acre 
homestead «ntry to make an additional 
entry of 480 acres. 

The claim has been persistently made by 
western land men that a man can not 
make a home and living on 160 acres any- 
where in the west, and so this square-mile- 
home-plan is brought forward as a means 
of getting tho public domain into private 
ownership as rapidly as possible, The 
question is, even -assuming that 640 acres 
is not too large a farm for the government 
to give a citizen, to whom will this land 
go? 

The bills above mentioned are .modeled 
after the Kinkaid law, which applies the 
640 acre unit to western Nebraska and was 
slipped through Congress at the tail end 
of last session. Yet it- was.not thirty days 
before it was charged that under this law 
Nebraska cattlemen had secured about all 
they wanted in Nebraska. The Kinkaid 
law and the above bills provide that where 
a man baa a 160-acre entry, or a mere 
filing in 160 acres, he shall have the prefer- 
ence right to enter an adjoining 480 acres, 
and in Nebraska the cattlemen are alleged 
to have "'entered," through their employes, 
their choice of the lands, so that as soon 
as the law passed, they simply bad to 
apply in each case for the contiguous 480 
acres. It takes but a few such entries — 
they can be made half a mile wide and 
two miles long — to control a vast territory 
of country. 

It was foreseen that similar bills to the 
Kinkaid Nebraska law would be immedi- 
ately introduced at this 'session and it is 
understood that a number more of such 
measures will follow to include other states. 
If Congress is to act further iu this matter, 
the issue must bo met eqaorely and frankly, 
the present homestead law overturned and 
a square mile made the homestead unit for 
tbe entire country, instead of the present 
160 acres. 

Apparent safeguards are provided in 
these bills, authorizing the Secretary of 
the Interior to immediately withdraw any 
Buch lands as he may deem fit for irriga- 
tion under .the' national Irrigation law. 
Somesuch lands have, of course, been with- 
drawn, and they have been and are con- 
stantly being withdrawn, under tbe irriga- 
tion law itself, from speculative entry by 
nse of the desert land law and the commu- 
tation clause of the homestead taw; These 
withdrawals are being mode from time to 
time but onty after investigation and sur- 
vey to determine which may be irrigable 
lands. Active as the Geological Survey 
has been in its western Investigations, it 
ib more criminal than .absurd to wume 
that the government is in possession of 
sufficient accurate information regarding 
the billion or so acres composing the iatiro 
western half on the United States which 
would enable it to intelligently withdraw 
what may later prove to bo irrigable lands. 
With tbe utmost activity and the most 
energetic surveys it must be ten if not 
fifteen years before . the government can 
possibly know - what are all its irrigable 
lands. 

In the meantime, under . the proposed 
plan every acre will have been taken up in 
these 640 acre tracts, and as provided in 
the Brooks bill for. Colorado, commuted, 
after the force of a fourteen months' resi- 
dence has gone through . with, and* tbon 
transferred to syndicates or corporations In 
single tracts as large and monopolistic aa 
desired, 

This entry on the public domain of 640- 
acre homesteads with the privilege of com- 
muting Is even a' more bold-faced, fraud 
than was the old desert land law. with its 
640-aao provision, which later was with a 
great flourish of reform trumpets, cut down 
to 320 acres. To legally comply with the 
commutation clause; all that is necessary 
is for a stock herder, for instance, to file on 
a homestead in thn fall, say October. . -He 
need not visit; his claim for. six months." 
Then in March he can put up a ■ (15 shack 
and purport to live in Itduring the follow- 
ing eight months, white b^e 'is herding Mb 
stock in the neighborhood, sleeping in it 
once a month or less. At the end of eight 
months ho canproveiup ' (ind ' get ' his title 
to tho land f rein tho ', government and im- 
mediately .trariBfor it to his employer, re- 
ceiving probably as a bonus 150 for* tho 
use of this land; prlyijege,- Bo has I'fully 
complied with the Jaw," and .his position 
can not'be legally attacked. 

As applied to'pYen;;160-' acres tbo'coraf 
mutation '■ clause "has < been an outrage. 
Utilizing ; it' : for 1 640-acroT: filings "would 
more than quadruple its evil ■ for? it,-, would' 
cast off practically all restraint from ? tho«o 
interests which tie eye^'diiy; .«ptdly > ac- 
quiring . enormous land holdings^ 'ruining 



up into the hundreds of thousands- of acres.- 
Nebraska was foolish enough to blight tha' 
future of the western half pf the state by - 
tilbwinc the passage of tbe Kinkaid law. 
Statesmen representing- Interests which 
control tbe policies of other western states 
are apparently desirous of making this 
plan applicable to their states. Tho coun- 
try should rigidly confine this plan to Ne- 
braska. 

There is great danger to the west and to 
the nation in this Nebraska law and its 
proposed application to various other 
states, ono at a time, as quickly and ex- 
peditiously as possible, Congress is ap-„ 
parently willing to legislate for this and 
that, senatorial and congressional courtesy, 
playing an important port, and allow such - 
local laws to pass, where a general law ap- 
plying to the eatire west should not be 
considered. The move is an inaiduoua ono 
and is a shrewd game on the part of the 
big' land men to get piecemeal legislation 
which they realize they can not secure as a 
whole. Land dealers and speculators 'are 
warmly enthusiastic in their praise, of the 
Nebraska law. It.will be more interesting 
to note how the real prosperity of the state 
is affected ia the next two or three years, 
how many homes will be built under tbe ' 
Kinkaid law. how much the population of 
tbe section affected will be increased and 
how much real farming will.be dono.

The bureau of entomology denounces the 
"snake stories" as being utterly false and . 
misleading. , 

Dr. L. O. Howard, the chief of the , 
bureau, says that the "snake" is not pois- 
onous, but be adds: "It has, however, 
caused considerable trouble daring the past 
year, and numbers of persons have ex- 
pressed the' opinion that this was due to 
exaggerated newspaper accounts of persons . 
being killed by cabbage infested with this. J 
or a similar animal-" ^JL*^/ "~- 

The so-called "snake'? ia noth'iug mora 
than a hair worm, usually . white, and in 
appearance not unlike a piece of -basting . 
thread about three inches long. ''All the 
stories about it being a reptile, vicious in 
habits, developing in stagnet water, etc?, 
are entirely without foundation. Nor is it - 
true that any one has ever been mode sick: 
by accidentally or otherwise eating one of 
them. One physician ; reported that tbo - 
worm, if eaten, would produce "almost in- 
stant death. In another instance a state 
chemist-' is reported as saying' that the r" 
worm" contained enough poison to kill. ■ 
eight persons. All of which ia absurd, say 
the agricultural department experts, 

Commission men ia Chicago and the, 
other large vegetable centers of the mid- 
dle wast have complained that practically 
tbe entire market for cabbage has been de- 
stroyed by the sensational Btories, white in • 
the rural centers, in the vegetable produc- 
ing states, storehouses are filled with as 
fine a crop of cabbage as hoe been produced ' 
for many years. -

What U the relative iiiuniuit of work 
thut it mmi etui do hi comparison with 
n home or machinery? At bis very 
beat the nt Longest innn stands In pret- 
ty poor coiiipii I'lsiin, oven with u horse, 
for hard, coiithiuoiia labor, llu might 
perform for u few iiiliuib'H one-half 
horse power of work, hut to keep tills 
up for any great length of time would 
be Impossible. 

Th us the gain In forcing homes to 
do ii part of tho world's work was 
enormous. One horse, could exliutist a 
dozen men In n single day, nnd Htill 
he reudy for the next day's work. 

The measurement of n hooe'n pow- 
er for work wns tlrat iiHCertiiiued by 
Watt, the fntlter of .the .modem steam 
engine, and he expressed thm in terms 
that hold to-dny. He experimented 
with it great number uf heavy brewery 
hoi'Hcs to fmtlufy hlniHcit* timt hln unit 
of measurement for work was correct. 
After mnny trials he iiscertalned Mint 
the average brewery horse wits lining 
work ei | mil to that required to rulao 
.TIO itomuU ot weight TOO feet high In 
une minute, or &I,IM>0 pounds o'na foot 
In one minute. So he called this otiu 
horse power. 

Thla work, however, la not continu- 
ous, for thu liorsn would huyo to buck 
up after each pull to lower the line of 
the pulley, nnd thus ho would work 
four houi'H u duy In pulling !CiO pounds 
In the nlr nt tin- rate of ILK) Lcct u min- 
ute, and four bourn In slacking up the 
rope. Consequently no home can uc- 
t unity perform continuously what is 
genera I ly en 1 lei I one- horse power, Tho 
horse was never bom thnt could tug at

out rest or change. CottKcqueiltly,

Two Im ml ted Itiissimi reservists, on 
their way lo the far Kas't, were killed 
and hundred* wounded In a battle with 
the local garrison at KmolctiKk, Iltitodn, 
As a result, six btllcers committed sui- 
cide. 

Iteservists. to the number of ,1,000, 
were moving on to the seat of war, when 
the train stopped at Smolensk. They Im- 
mediately started to plunder the town. 
They broke Into tinmen, stole provisions 
nud whatever they could tiud in the way 
of valuables. Townspeople formed mobs 
and tried to slop the onslaught of the 
Boldiers, and riots followed. 

The Governor, seeing the local police 
were helpless to restore order, called 
out the local garrison. The soldier* at- 
tacked tho reservists with a rush. Wild 
fighting between the two forces followed. 
Before the reservists were conquered, 
200 were killed outright, and several 
hundred wounded. The colonel command- 
ing the reservists am) live of his n ulcers, 
who bad been minldc to prevent the out- 
break, committed suicide from shame. 

The battle raged several liotim. The 
streets were filled with a uiub of excited 
people, who were afraid lo take part in 
the con 11 let either way. Thu soldiers from 
the garrison, culled suddenly from the 
post, marched into the city in double 
quick step. The reservists prepnred for 
the attack, nud when the Czar's regular 
men charged, they were met with a tern 
resistance. Driven back, they renewed 
their onslaught, and lludr superior num- 
bers, after several of these movements, 
bore down on the reservists, and the lat- 
ter fell back. When the line fell back 
the ground was strewn wlih dead, dying 
nud injured men; The shattered body of 
reservists was ordered hack on the train, 
and the journey to **ic far Kaut resumed.

Provisions of the Bill In Regard to 

the Selection of Delegate* to 

Convention*- One Date 

for All Primaries*

Springfield, III,, Jan. 17. — More gen- 
eral Interest, probably, attaches to 
the proposed primary election law than 
to nay other bit of legislation to come 
before the Forty-fourth general nftsem- 
bly. It Is proposed to pass a primary 
election law to apply to every county 
In the state, under which nominations 
thall be made by all political partita 
Although both the leading political par- 
ties declared In favor of Buch a law 
previous to the election, there Is consid- 
erable opposition to the proposition, 
and regarding the minor detail* theru 
Is a wide vnrlnnce of opinion. For 
these reasons, It Is expected that the 
progress of tills line of legislation will 
not be na smooth as friends of the 
proposition have hoped for. 

The bill prepared under tho direc- 
tion of the Itepuhltcnn state central 
committee, which Is to be considered. 
Is very voluminous, filling twenty-nine 
pages of printed mntter. The commit- 
tee that prepared the mcntuirc con- 
sisted of Homer Tlee, of Greenvlew, 
chairman: II. T. Burnnp of Alton. 
James Fen no of Chicago. .Tunics S. 
Neville of Dloonilncton ami Cbnrles'U, 
Kckhart of Tuscola. V. A. Wrlpht of 
Chicago was secretnry of the commit- 
tee, which submits Its bill ns linvlns 
been prepnred with the aid nnd nil vice 
of Governor Deuecti, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Sherman nnd Attorney Gene ml 
Stead. An abstract of the bill will 
doubtless Interest all voters, 

A iifltmllaii Election Law. 
The provisions of the Austral Inn 
election law have been used wherever 
they have been applicable. The law 
retains the delegate convention nnd 
prescribes Its duty. When a candi- 
date for nny olflcc receives a majority 
or all the votes enst he becomes the 
candidate but when there Is no such 
vote en st tho contest goes before the 
convention, to be settled there. 

Delegates to a convention nre voted 
for Just ns candltlntes for ofUce are 
voted for. The bill provides thnt the 
primary law sbnll opply to the selec : 
tion of candidates to state and county 
omces, members of congress nnd of the 
state board of cqullzatlon nnd for mem- 
bers of the legislature. It docs not ap- 
ply to candidates for Judges of the su- 
preme, circuit or superior courtB, Koth- 
Ing in the act Is to be constmed to pre- 
vent nomination by petition. 

A political party Is defined to be 
one which -nt the last preceding elec- 
tion cast for Its candidates receiving 
the highest vote at least ten per cent, 
of the total number of votes cast in 
the election. The second Saturday in 
April, beginning In 1000, 1b flxed for 
the date of all primaries and such pri- 
mary election shall be the first day of 
leglBtrntion for the following election. 
The polls shall open at 7 n. m. and 
close at 7 p. m. All county conven- 
tions shall be held on Tuesday follow- 
ing the primary. The ballots, for each 
party shall be printed separately, on 
paper of uniform quality. 

Delegate* to Convention. 
Regarding the selection of delegates 
to conventions the bill provides: 

"Below the names of the county can- 
didates, and properly spaced, shall be 
printed In capital letters the words 
'B'or delegates to the county conven- 
tion,' and below such words shall be 
left a space or spaces (each space be- 
ing sufficient to write or paste. in one 
name) to correspond In number with 
the number of delegates to which the 
respective party in such primary dis- 
trict Ib entitled In Its county conven- 
tion. That Ib to say, If a political par- 
ty in a primary district Ib entitled to 
one delegate In Its county convention, 
there shall be one space below the 
words *For delegate to the county con- 
vention.* If entitled to six delegates, 
then there shall be six b paces below 
told words. The number of spaces In 
e neb case to correspond with the num- 
ber of delegates to which the political 
party Is entitled In its county conven- 
tion. 

"Below the. space or spaces for dele- 
gates to tho county convention, and 
nt the proper space, shall be printed 
in capital letters the words 'For pri- 
mary committeeman,' nnd below said 
words shall be left a space sufficient 
to write or paste In one full name." 
■When One Wishes to Vote, 
Any persons desiring to vote at the 
primary must state his name, resi- 
dence and party affiliation. He will 
then be given the ballot of that party 
and he may retire to the booth to mark 
it ■■ Regarding the duties of the. con- 
vention in, selecting; nominees the bill 
provides oi follows: 

"No state, congressional or senatorial 
convention Bball^ hereafter be held In 
any year before* the 1st day of May, 



Every county convention shall be 
cnllod to order 1>y tho chairman of the 
county central committee who Blgncd 
the cull for the convention, or If paid 
ctmlrmnn be nttscnt, by the secretary 
of the committee who- attested said 
call. No person other than n delegate 
Klin 11 be nn officer of a county conven- 
tion, nnd all officers shall be elected 
by roll-cnll. 

"Upon the permanent organization 
of the county convention It shall he 
tho duty of tho secretary thereof to 
ascertain from the tabulated statement, 
of the returns If nny candidate for a 
county office has received a majority 
of all the votes cast by his party In 
his county nt the primary election, 
such candidate shall thereupon be de- 
clared duly nominated by the conven- 
tion without the formality of a ballot. 
Must Comply with Provision*. 
"No candldnle for the nomination for 
nny county office who tins not com- 
piled with the provisions of this act 
nlm 11 be nominated by nny county con- 
vention. Provided, that when there Is 
only one candidate for nny such office 
who shall receive not to exceed SO per 
cent of the totnl vote cast nt the prl- 
niary election, the county convention 
may, by n four- fifths vote of nil Its 
members, nominate another candidate, 
nnd In case of n vacancy, by death ot 
otherwise, where there Is only one can- 
didate for nny such office a county 
convention may, by a majority vote of 
all Its members, select another candi- 
date. t 

"H one or more delegates to n county 
convention from a primary district be 
absent, the delegates from said pri- 
mary district present In the county 
convention shall cast the full vote of 
the delegation from said primary dis- 
trict. If nil the delegates to the coun- 
ty convention from nny primary dis- 
trict are absent, Buch prlmnry district 
shnll hnve no vote In" Bald convention, 
"Any dclegnto to nny county conven- 
tion shnll have the right upon the first 
ballot to challenge the vote of the del- 
egation of any primary district upon 
the ground that the vote of said dele- 
gation, as announced, Is not enst In 
accordance with tho vote and Instruc- 
tions of said primary district at the 
prlmnry election, as evidenced by the 
certificate of returns from snld pri- 
mary district. And whenever the vote 
of n delegation ns aforesaid Is chal- 
lenged the chnlnunn of the convent Inn 
shall examine the certificate or returns 
and ascertain whether or not the 
grounds for challenge are well taken, 
and nnnomice his decision to the con- 
vention. If the grounds for challenge 
are we'll taken, the secretary of tlm 
convention shall record the vote nnd in- 
structions of the primary district m 
Biild prlmnry election: 

Choostniror Delegates. 
"The delegates of ench pnrty for 
each county, to all state, congressional 
nn senator la I conventions shall he 
chosen nnd selected by the county con- 
vention of the respective party or said 
county, nnd not otherwise, 

**If any candidate of nny pnrty for 
the nomination of any stnte office, 
whose name appears on the primary 
ballot of hlB party In nny county, Bhnii 
have received a majority of nil the 
votes cast by his pnrty In snld county 
as shown by the cert ill arte of returns, 
such fact shnll be stated In the cre- 
dentials issued to the delegates to ' ' 
state convention of said party from 
said county, but the delegutes from 
every connty to the stnte con- 
vention shnll first cast or an- 
nounce the popular vote cast In sain 
county for each enndtdate for each of- 
fice, nnd the candidate receiving the 
majority of the popular vote cast In the 
state for each office shall be declared 
the nominee nnd his name certified to 
the secretary of stnte as such nominee. 
"But if no candidate shall receive a 
majority of the popular vote cast in 
the state for nny office, then the state 
convention shall proceed to nominate 
n candidate In the following manner: 
The delegates In those counties In 
which the candidate received a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast nt the pri- 
mary election shall cast the vote of ah 
delegates from said county for said 
candidate. 

Vote Shall Be Divided. 
"And in counties where no candidate 
received n majority of all the vote* 
cast for that office, the votes of tho 
delegates from each of snld counties 
shall be divided among the candidate* 
for the particular office In proportion 
to tho popular vote cast for each of 
the candidates In said county, nnd the 
candidate receiving a majority of all 
the delegates composing the stnte con- 
vention shnll be declared the nominee 
nnd his name certified to the secretary 
of state ns such nominee. 

"No delegate to nny convention held 
nnder the provisions of this act shall 
have any power or authority to name 
or appoint any proxy or BUbstltuto to 
vote for or In bis stead, and no proxy 
or substitute appointed by any dele- 
gate or set of delegates shall he bind- 
ing or effective on any convention or 
conventions held under the provisions 
of this act" 
Some Committees To De Mnde Soon, 

Speaker Shurtlcff has promised to 
name several of the Important house 
committees this week, and It Is ex- 
pected that the announcements ■will be 
made tomorrow. Important among 
them arc the committees on appropria- 
tions, contingent expenses, prlmnry 
elections, Chicago charter amendment 
civil service nnd elections. 

Friends, of William B. Trautman, the 
East St Louie member of the house, 
who came bo near being elected speak: 
er, are anxious to see him nt the head 
of the committee on appropriations. 
For a while this honor was conceded 
to him, but recently objections to his 
appointment have been raised by per- 
sons Interested in securing large ap- 
propriations for certain of the. state in 
stltutions. It )b believed by them that 
Trautman would cut nil appropria 
lions too close to be satisfactory to

For a number of years past 
there has- been an ever-Increasing de- 
mand for pigs of light weight, .those 
weighing from 100 to I2T» pounds being 
preferred, and mich pigs enn he raised 
on the surplus milk product with a Ut- 
ile a tided gnilti at very h in a 11 cost. 

If one will figure this cost, deduct It 
from the price received for the pig and 
put this computation ngnlnst the re- 
ceipts from the- by-product of milk 
Fold in fttctorlcft they will readily see 
the profit lit the pig. If one (a located 
near large market « there Is much more 
profit In raising light weight. pigs than 
heavy hogs; the cost of feeding In not 
so great, while the price per pound 
received In much more. This question 
Is well worth looking into particularly 
if one has a dairy.

AWFUL DOSE CURES SULTAN. 

Directions of the -American Surgeen 
Are Slightly Misunderstood, 

This actually happened In Mindanao. 
The story was told lo me by the army 
aurgcon himself. 

He was seated In his tent one morn- 
ing when a number of tho followers ot 
the sultan of Pan tar came hurrying to 
him, saying the sultan was dying* of 
cholera. Aided by the slight knowl- 
edge ho then had of their language, 
tho surgeon diagnosed the case from 
their reports as a well-nigh hopeless- 
one. Still, anxious to show the skill 
nnd friendliness of tho American for. 
the Moro brother, ho hastily made up 
six powders, each containing one-sixth 
of a grnln of morphine and thirty 
grains of bismuth. Those ho gave to 
tho emissaries, telling them to give 
tho Bitltan one of them In a glnss of 
boiled water every three hours and to 
report to him next morning bow the 
patient was getting along. 

The next morning the surgeon was 
more thnn surprised to see .the sultan 
himself walk 'Into the tent. Wan and 
weak' as he was, he bad come some 
eight miles to thank the surgeon per- 
sonnlly for having saved his life, and 
had brought with him ono of his sub- 
jects who spoke Spanish well enough 
to serve as an Interpreter. 

It was through tho Interpreter that 
the surgeon learned bow his dlrec-' 
tlons had been followed. First, they 
had given tho entire six powders to 
tho sultan at one dose — n full grain 
of morphine and ISO gTalns of bis- 
muth — and then hnd poured a turn* 
bier full of boiling water Into him 
every three hours afterward, scalding 
his mouth nnd throat so that he could 
scarcely Bpeak. 

But It cured him, and the surgeon 
nays the same treatment cured many 
another Moro who would probably 
have died under lesser dosos. — Brook- 
lyn Eagle. 



DRESS OF JUNGLE WOMEN. 



War Laited One Day. 
A one day's war! There is a pleas- 
ant sound about It when one recalls 
wars which have lingered on for 
years, says the Hour Glass, nn Eng- 
lish periodical. Yet this almost rec- 
ord short war embraced two battles. 
It was In 18-13 that tho Mnhrattas Im- 
periled the peace of our great Eastern 
possessions, and more especially the 
Punjab, by maintaining, despite all 
protest, a .standing army of 80,000, 
backed up by numerous cannon which 
had been equipped In their own foun- 
dries and arsenals, When hostilities 
did open, however, It was scarcely an- 
ticipated that the Mahrattas would 
facet our* troops in battle, but right' 
gallantly did they confront the two 
British divisions converging on them, 
and the two battles may be said to 
have lasted between the rising and set- 
ting of the sun, the Mahrattas Id the 
end being routed with great loss. - A 
curious feature of one of these fights, 
which had opened unexpectedly, was 
the presence ot ladles mounted on ele- 
phant!, nnd tbey had to be hurried to 
the rear amid the whistling ot bul- 
lets. 



Costumer'a Bills Not a Heavy Burden 
on Husbands. ' 
The low caste Siamese of the Jungle 
have few wants, and live like animals, 
eating chiefly wild fruits and rice, 
which they raise In small, cleared 
spots, wherever they happon to tem- 
porarily settle. Like KnrcnB, the Jun- 
gle people of Burmak, they are always 
on the move, and In common with all 
low casto Siamese are petty thieves of 
na Incurable propensity. Yet they are 
obedlont— Servile to an unpleasant de- 
gree for white blood. 

They manufacture nothing savo 
crudest household necessities nnd per- 
sonal ornaments from bamboo. Clothes 
are of slight consequence. On the 
Jungle edge they go uncovered, men 
nnd women, above tho waist, the 
panung reaching within four inches of 
tho knee; but 'deep In the jungle they 
aro practically naked. Their single 
Implement Is n long bladed, butcher- 
like knife used as a path maker, as 
weapon ( togothor with a wood spear) 
and Industrially In fashioning out of 
tho ubiquitous bamboo their orna- 
ments, their buckets, their rope, their 
string, their houses and the food re- 
ceptacles which take the place of pots 
and pnna and plates. 

Nearly all of the Jungle folk on both 
sides- of the Slam Burmah line tattoo 
tho thigh, sometimes from knee to 
hip, more often from the knee to only 
six Inches above. The design may be a
